A toucbitig iiiuiduut illuatratiug the 
power of ooLsoieucL', even in the most 
bardened crimiuul.ieceutly oceurretl iu 
"Washingtou. At dusk a well dressed 
stranger rapped at the door of one of 
the houses, aud on bciug admitted, 
said to the proprietor: "You do not, 
sir, recop;tiizo my face. "I'is well. 
Listen. Your pocket was picked about 
twelve mouths siuctV" 

"It was, aud I lost §12.G2." 

"I was the thief. Nay, sir, epare 
your reproaches. For seventeen da.vs 
I had not tasted fooil, nud my wife 
and eleven sioull ciiililren iay at homo 
ou their luiaeiublo pallcits crying with 
hunger and cold. The money 1 stole 
.'fromtjou then, sir, saved theiu, for 
vrith part of it I bought coal, with part 
of it bread, and tbo remaining portion 
of it I played upon tlio eigbt, copper- 
ing the king, and called the turn till 
it ran up to §5U; biUjnirdou mo for in- 
truding the details of my humble 
business upon your attention. I he- 
came'an altered man, and determined 
to reform and lead aiiotber life. I am 
now well employed, aud nigiit 
aud moruiug luy wife aud cbild- 
len bless your name, though tbey, in- 
nocent ones, do know tbat I stole the 
money.

A abort time a;,'o in the ancient town of 
Nuwberry, AJaas., (a towu wliioh is no 
town at all, but a piece of fertile country, 
wlxore ouious aie raised and apples 
abound) , tbu time hud coato- arountl for 
the first chnrch to titke tip tlie anun il 
cuileclion for the poor. The limes were 
hard, the winter was very severe, iinJ tbo 
Ijupor:) (a gro.it number of papers are 
taken iu tnis town) icuojcd with uoconuls 
of mocbunioH out of oiiiployment, and 
cootinuej Btagualiou iu bu.-inoaa. if ever 
there was a. good time for t^kiug up a col 
lection for the poorj.suroly it was daring 
the zi>ro days of tbo lutter half of Decem- 
ber, 1870. 

Hut a difficulty arose; olijcctions was 
mudo. Tho tioiumittao haviiig in eliargo 
tho relief of tho poor reporteil tUut tlieio 
T.ero uo poor lu thoir pnrt of tlio lowu. 
All the willows had their wiuter'a wood 
laid iu, chopped and piled up; their pork- 
barrols were full; their flour-biinoli' abo; 
and tliero wa;i iibsoluti-ly no liuaiiui ereu- 
tuio iu this pariah of laniia and oreliurdB, 
with a population of several himdri'd^, 
who WHS nut sullicioDtly provided with 
the necessaries of life. 
Iglu these distrussiog oironmstances.whit 
was a charitably-diispoBed parishes to do ? 
Tho church was not to be robbed of its 
aunual privilege; and a happy pretext 
was fouud for K<'m^ on wiih iho colluc- 
tiou. A member augycMed that pi'i-li;ip'< 
Ijetore this winter was over llieii! nught 
bo some poor people iu ibo :o\vn, and 
that, therefore, tUo regular collection 
should be taken up, and the proceeds left 
iu tbo hands of the Committee as a- fund 
for the ruliof of tho future poor. TLiu 
wai done, and tbo fund remuins,— 
(rated Weekly.

"An open coiifcpsion is said to bo p;ood 
lor tho BOiil;" but it ia plain tlii\t Mi-. 
Aiuor DoCosmoB does not intand to cou- 
fo;is. Ho ia opposed to confeBsions— as 
Bomo men uro oppoaod to tho tiso of but- 
ter— oa principle. Especially to confos- 
sioDB that expose his folly, ignorftoco or 
imbecility. "Canada has run British Col- 
umbia ioto debt." How in ILo world 
could Canada do that ? How could she 
force onr Government lo receivo advan- 
ces tliey did not want to receive? Hh- 
bollioua hopefuls aro made to swallow 
nasty moJiuino by tho niirso who holds 
their uosos. Who held JSiitish Cohiinbia's 
nosG iiud made hor gulp down tho toniblo 
bolus of indebtedposs prescribed by 
Cunadii? Mr. DoCosmos was tho dry- 
nurse wko muzzled the baby uud, noleim 
volens, forced the compound down ita 
throat— a compound, we are sorry to aay, 
Canada was only too ready to supply to a 
ruinous ext^ent. ^Yhal doi's history say 
of our finances ? 'i'Dal tho ]J<>C;osnK)s 
Ministry received tho GovorunK-ut from 
Mr. McCreight in 1S72 with JflOD.UOO to 
the good; that they applRnl to Sir Jcilui 
Muodoiiald, in 1S73, tor an advaiico of a 
capitalized sum of .-r'.HD.UOU upon winch 
theProviuco ^Yas drawing interest at tlie 
role of tivu per cent, per aiinmn; that tho 
application was grantjd, liy that astute 

Solitioian. who set the net with which 
olumljia'a "innocent abrua 1 " was 
doomed to bo snared ; and that Mr. Miio- 
kennio, not a whit less anxious than liia 
predeceasor to secnu e a relaxntion of the 
railway terms, couboutod to mnUe thn ad- 
■vancea on tue sauio coiiditioiis. From 
the moment British Cjlumbia con- 
ESated to accept from Canada a pecu- 
niary advance larger than she could 
repay at short notice her oliiim was wook 
enod. She reliuquiabed her grasp on the 
union houd ; placed heraelf under subjec- 
tion to her debtors; and made tho road 
easy to a relaxation of tho railway chuise. 
Nearly every one outside of tho Ministry 
Bod their infatuated and servile support- 
era in tho House uaw the dauger. Pnljlic 
meetinga were held throughout tho coun- 
try at which any alterations in the 
terms of union "without an appeal to tlio 
jre 'ple," were characterised as fraught 
witU danger to tlio stato. Seven lawyns 
published opinions ileclariug thatij treaty 
opened in one paitionlar was opened in 
all. A public meeting of Victorians ad- 
journed to the Houae en masse and pre- 
sented reaolutions that demanded a rLfcr-

Extracts from several of those speeches 
nnd letiers. full of patriotic fervor and 
deep forbodings of evil, aro republished 
in this issue, by tho side of gpeuelies of 
Measra. Walkem and Heaven in support 
of tho borrowing-from-C;anada policy.

They might as well have beaten 
their heads against tho artificial stone 
sidewalk at liudolpli's in the hop^j of 
breaking it, us to try and arouse the Mis 
istry aiul their suppoi tors to a sense of 
the grave publio I'anger that awaited tho 
adoption of their linanciul policy. Tlie 
measures wore pas^eil and tho money 
taken over; and now this plaintive wail 
trembles aoroaa the wires from Ottawa: 
' "Canada bas run this Ptovlnce Into debt end liruli- 
cn its pledges towards It."

Suppose, for instance, that tho Local 
Government should ba shortsighted 
enough to borrow of tho Dominion Gov- 
ornmont a million of dollars and expend 
them, and to accept a capitalized sura in 
lieu of tho guarantee for tho drydock, 
J5ritish Columbia would bo in debt to the 
Dominion for that amount. LET US 
FURTHER SUPPOSE THE TERMS 
OP UN ION NOT TO BE FULFILLED 
BY THE DOMINION GOVERNMENT, 
THE RAILWAY, PERHAPS, NOT 
EVEN COMMENCED. MUCH LESS 
BUILT, THE VERY FAC!T OF OUR

It wonld bo a dangeroas 
thing if our moiubcrs s 'lit to Ottawa were 
ablo to Hive their assent to an 
assertion without aa appeal to tho 
peopl-j (cheers.) If wo did not 
coin|ily with the demand for n-la-tdion 
tho .(J.")0,f)00 would not b.i piid T'lie 
propo-ition to borrow a million dollars 
from tho Government of Canada was most 
dangerous; for if that Government do 
maud a rolaiation, how could wo rofus : 
or a k for separation when we owe her s i 
much monoy? We couldn't iiay it baiik, 
fur our only sricnr.ty is the Terms, aii.L 
lif>w could wo ask for tho must poweiful 
of all our rights— sfipara' ion (L mg con- 
t riuo.l applanso ) If we havo not the right 
of se])ara:ion we have nothing.

Jiesolred—TUM this meeting deems it 
nnadv;:iid)le to enter into any negotnitious 
for eaiiitalizing the Drydo -k guarantee oi- 
to borrow any money fiom the Do.uiiiion 
Goveriiuient, uniil the sclieino of the 
Mackenzie Ministry for tho rchixation of 
the Terms of Union shall be mnde knuwn 
Aud further, that it is distinctly opposc'd 
to tho Provincial Government inlorlering 
in any munnor with the Terms, or aja'oo- 
ing to any new Terms offered by tho Mac- 
donald Government until the same shull 
havo been submitted to the people for 
adoption. 

Mr. Drake seooaded the ro.iolution, 
whioh was carried with three dis:=onting 
voices. ^ 

Dr. Tolniio, aftera few Rtirring remarks 
wliich ■wore loudly cheered, ollored the 
following resolulion: 

Kosolved— That the electors of Victoria 
City do demand of their representativos 
in tho Local Legislaturo, viz: Mr. Mc- 
Creight, Dr. J. Trimble, Mr. Duck, Mr. 
Beaven, that they shall vote ag.iinat auv 
proposal made by tho Govornment eitho'r 
to capitalize any guarantee or to borrow 
any money whatever from the Dominion.
